If the.owners of this 20 per cent 
had culled these cows’ from their 
herds, the return in money above 
feed costs would have been increased 
$15 per cow for the remaining cattle 
_in the herds. The profit made on the 
20 per cent was so low that the aver- 
age profit on all the cows was re- 
duced materially. + 

The. dairy depgxtment advises. the 
culling out of ‘such low producing 

. cows and the adequate feeding of the 
remaining cattle in. order to obtain 
maximum profits. this year when 
roughages are scarce and expensive.
